Tho defendant admitted “that Cheung 
Chow Shi had been in occupation of the 
premises, but he donics that they were cc- 
cupied by his authority. Owing to the mis 
cutduct and violence of Chew Shi he had 
not cohabited with her sincs 28th January, 
1892, About the end of January, 1594, it 
wos sgreed that dofendant and his wife 
should live separate, the defendant to pay 
$720, and a monthly allowance of $40, 

Mr J. J, Francia (instructed by Mr Ho 
Wyson) conducted the case for the plaintiff; 
and Br BE. Rebinaon (instructed by Mr O; 
Ewen) for the defendant. 


Tho following judgment wis given by 
His Lordship ta-day :-—* This 13 nu action 
against a husband tu recover money lent to 
hia wife whilat living apart from him. In 
this onoe the husband and wife bad separat- 
ed wider circumstances to which I will re- 
fer lator on. The wife got in arreat with 
her rent ond the Isudlord distrained and 
tho furniture which bofonged to the hus- 
band was seized. The wife thereupon bor- 
rowed $200 from thg plaintiff, tho landlord 
was paid off,and tho furniture released, 
‘The question therefore is whether under 
the circumstances of the case the husband 
ia liable to ropay the loan. At the bearing 
tho first point raised was whether there 
evor had boon a loan, As to this I simply 
say that tho evidence entirely establishes 
the plaintiff's story and that the suggestion 
of collusion”in this and previous cases 
against the defendant was not supported by 
a tittle of evidence, and £ imagine was not 
sotioulsy relied ou by Counsel; -It was then 
alJoged that after the separation, which 
took place on or about January 29th, 18B2, 
an agreement was come to batween tho 
husband and wife that be should pay and 
sho should accept $40 a Chinese month, 
and that he should bo relieved from all 
further liability‘ in respect of her. The 
wifo absolutely donies that there was such 
an arrangemont. It was admitted by Mr 
Francis, who sppeared for tho ploiatitf, 
that if such an arrangement bad been come 
ta, the plaintiff could not succved in this 
action. It appears that in November, 
1893, tho wife ened her husband for main. 
tenance mouey, and during the course of 
the suit, at tho vuggestion of Mr Justice 
Ackroyd, the parties met in his Chambers 
for the purpose of arranging watters, but 
according tv the minuto in the book, no 
settlement was arrived at. Again, in

It in’ be 
lieved that tho profits of each bank upon the 
transaction will reach about £400,000 star- 
ling, a sum sufficient to more than justify 
the rapid rise which toak placa in the shares 
yesterday, and which continued with greater 
momentum to-doy. The importanca of 
being the firat to make this exclusive and 
carly aunouncement will we think be un- 
derstood and appreciated by cur readers, 
The Hongkong aéd Shanghhi Bank has no 
further information than that the loan is a 
5 % gold loan. From other sources wo 
understand that thia 5 % is obtained ‘as 
follows :— 

Tho Bank dabits the Chinese Govarn- 
mont with the full amount and only pays 
them 93 in cash. The profit will of course 
dopend upon the figure at which the Ioan 
ie issued and taken up on the home 
marketa. . 

We further bolieve that theloan is for a 
period of 20 yeors.
